Professor John H. Wright of 
Harvard first presented a paper in favor 
of the three year coarse. Professor 
Thomas D. Seymour of Yale presented 
an argument in favor of the retention of 
the four year term. President Eliot said, 
in upholding the argument of Professor 
Wright: 


"I urn an ardent advocate of the short 


term, and I do not believe that a reduc- 
tion would affect the thoroughness of 
the study or make men less able to take 
ap their life work. Our opponents have 
said that Tre should act do this because 
the secondary schools were on too feeble 
a basis for college training. Any one 
who has been observant of educational 
affairs must have seen that in the last^ 
seven or eight years the secondary 
training of youth has been greo'dy in-

The 
Bemitrojjicul cliiu:itf of tbe islands, 
together with their isolation, has 
made of the >vhiU> inhabitants ol 
English block a quiet, almost a slug 
gitih, people of a simplicity nearly 
Arcadian. The women especutUy, 
many of whom have led very cir- 
cumscribed lives, never leaving the 
islands, cultivate an old fashioned 
hospitality and possess a natural 
ease of manner tbat seems to rise 
from perfect faitb in other people. 
Crime is very rare in Bermuda, part- 
ly because it is extremely difficult 
for a criminal to get off tho islands. 


Bermudan women are excellent 


housekeepers and bring up large 
families of children, tbe favorite 
chicks of a flock being sent, in some 
cases, to tbe states for education. 
In matters of etiquette these flocks 
are much more exact than Ameri- 
csria. They are a comfortable, well 
o do set of people, with here and 
there a family possessing ample 
means. As in England, property, 
especially real estate, remains in tbe 
same family for a long period, some 
of thn descendants of the originfil 
eettlers still possessing lands that 
never bave passed out of their fam 
lies. 


It is conservatism as to real estate 


ownership that keeps up the supply 
of spinsters 
No alien can acquire 


a title to land in Bermuda either by 
rarcbase or inheritance. This law 
B directed mainly against the Por- 
.uguese, who have flocked to tb« 
colony and taken to growing onions. 
So long as these intruders own no 
and they have no vote, and the 
lifficnlty of naturalization and the 
property qualifications combine to 
make a double barrier, protecting 
he natives in their control of things. 


But the law provides, further, 


that if a woman owning land mar- 
ries an alien she forfeits her real es- 
tate and becomes incapable of in- 
heriting any. They have no "squaw 
men" in Bermuda. This law is not 
very popular with young women, 
who see their brothers and sweet- 
hearts paying court to American 
girls with comfortable 
incomes. 


The number of Americans who have 
become residents of Bermuda is 
smaller than it would be undei dif- 
ferent land laws, but tbe winter 
colony is a large one, and the most 
energetic business meu of Hamilton, 
the capital of xae islands, are from 
the States. Mnrringps result of Ber- 
mudan men with American girls, 
but in a community where so large 
a large proportion of ail property is 
laud Bermudau girls are prevented 
from retaliating. 
There aie in- 


tances where girls renounce their 
birthrights, but penniless belles are 
not universally attractive. — New 
York Tribune.

T\s o years ago I weighed three sacks 


of whent a* it came from the thrashing 
machine. The wheat was in good i-on- 1 
ditioa, and the three sacks weighed 405 
pounda They were placed in the wheat 
bin \\ heru nothing could disturb them, 
aid they were reweighed April 1, mak- 
ing eight mouths iu storage, and they 
weighed 405 pounds, show ing no shrink- 
ige. There may be a loss by wastage, 
but not in •weight. 


The first day of August, 1894, I filled 


fcen burlap sacks with oats us they 
came from the thrashing machine. Each 
sack was weighed separately, a curd 
was sewed on each one stating weight, 
and the total weight of the ten sacks of 
oats was 1,273 pounds. The teu sacks 
of oats were reweighed Jan. 1, J895, 
and weighed 1,316 pounds, a gam in 
weight of 44 pounds, showing a gam of

The fall was a remark- 
ably dry fall, and early varieties of corn 
were fully matured and dry, especially 
the small cob varieties, and this corn 
was of that kind. Large ear corn, and 
especially large cob varieties, during a 
wet fall will shrink from 5 to 6 per 
cent

A Mjrxtery of the Ilritvrnfi. 


There is a curious light in the sky 


which only a keen cyo can detect 
and which few astronomers even

years. 
His latest account of it 


comes from the new Ycrkes obsorvn 
tory. It is u faint jNttoIj, roughly 
circular, several degrees in diameter 
and keeping always in that part of 
the heavens which is directly oppo- 
site to the sun.
